1. 11. [3 The request for reconsideration has been considered but does NOT place the application in condition for allowance 
because: 

Applicant's arguments filed 5/4/05 have been fully considered but they are not persuasive. Applicant argues 
that the combination of Cohen and Behera do not discloses or suggest assigning the local user schema to 
the first user with a first user role when the first user logs into the network node, and assigining the local 
schema to the second user with a second user role when the second user logs into the network node. 
Referring to col. 5, lines 47 - 49, Cohen teaches that each application, server or system that user logs on is 
defined as a target. In col. 6, lines 38-42, Cohen also teaches that each target has its own protocols and 
mechanisms. Therefore,the information about "the targets'own protocols and mechanisms" correspond to 
the "local user schema". Cohen, does disclose "the user local schema" as claimed in the instant application.
